The officials of the company have 


already declined to grant the requests 
made, and have carefully avoided any- 


thing that might be construed as a

of the

that the reply to the demaids made 
was not to the men as members of, a 
union but merely as employes 


WANT SETTLEMENT. 


A committee of the carmen will now 


wait upon the officers of the Oakland 
Traction Consolidated once more 
An 


effort will be made 
to

terms specified. If these are rejected, 
an attempt will be made to effect a 
settlement of the questions at Issue 
without resorting to drastic measures.

The Newfoundland 
seal 


hunt, too, Is prosecuted very different- 
ly from the Alaskan. The former seals 
keep entirely to the Ice or the 
open 


ocean, and it requires powerful steam- 
ers, able to force through the floes, to 
engage In the work successfully. The 
men venture forth upon these mighty 
crystal prairies and pursue their vic- 
tims for miles, trusting to 
their 
ex- 


pertness and sure-footedness 
to con- 


duct the chase to an Issue and regain 
their ships once more by nightfall. The 
seals are brained by a heavy Iran-shod 
pole and then are stripped of their skin 
and fat. 


"The Newfoundland Industry Is be- 


yond all question more perilous than 
the other, because It Is 
prosecuted 


amid winter conditions, blizzards and 
severe frosts, which occasion tragedies 
appalling in their grewsome accompa- 
niments. 
There Is scarcely a season 


without Its awesome list of fatalities 
or its hairbreadth escapes, and none 
but men of the most rugged constitu- 
tions could stand the perils and hard- 
ships attendant upon 
this- 
industry. 


The ships have to face the risks of col- 
liding with icebergs while fogs beset 
them, of being crushed betueen con- 
tending floes while storms assail, of 
being driven ashore by the pressure of 
the ice pack, or of being sunk by the 
tempests which sometimes sweep these 
northern seas. The men. In their turn, 
must guard against drowning by sink- 
ins through the seal's thinly crusted 
blow holes In the I^o. of being frozen 
to death by the terrible Blizzards which 
ocacslonally are met 
\\hiie 
they are 


abroad on the floes, or 
of 
perishing 


from 
starvation 
and exposure while 


enveloped In the fogs that often over- 
spread the floes and make It Impossible 
for these men to reach their ships. 


"For greater ease in tholr work they 


go lightly elad and carry little or no 
food, trusting in their active exertions 
•to maintain the warmth of their bodies. 
But when they aie storm-bound this 
increases their danger. 
The perspira- 


tion chills them, they are wearier! from 
their labors, and hungry, unsheltered 
and forlorn, they frequently fall vic- 
tims to the misery of their surround- 
ings. 
Often the horrors which are en- 


acted on these 
northern 
floes 
are 


among the most tragic in 'the annals of 
authentic adventure. 
Such, 
for 
in- 


stance, was the case of tho Greenland, 
In ISfS. of whose men forty-seven were 
frozen to death and sixty-three badly 
frostbitten by being assailed by a bliz- 
zard 
uhile far from their ship, 'the 


s>torm raging with 
pitiless fury 
for 


two days and nights and they being 
without shelter."

She stated that 
the reason which prompted her 
to take her life was to relieve her 
husband of the inconvenience of 
caring for her and permitting 
him to better care for their threo 
children. 


ALWAYS CHEERFUL. 


In life the wife is said to have 


been patient, cheerful and always 
encouraging her husband. Up to 
the moment that she took 
her 


life no word 
of complaint or 


despondence passed her lips. She 
was at all times 
hopeful 
and 


tried as hard as a wife could try 
to make the path of her husband 
an easy one. 


Four times the wife had to sub- 


mit to the knife-in capital opera- 
tions. Each time that an opera- 
tion was 
performed she hoped 


that the change for the better 
would take place. 
Each of her 


hopes was shattered and there 
seemed nothing in life left to her. 


During the three years that the 


husband cared for his wife 
his 


health was gradually undermined. 


The wife, patient and observing, 
noticed that the strength of her 
husband was ebbing as well as 
her own. 


SHOOTS HERSELF. 


This morning while he was 


temporarily absent from their 


I rooms at the Colonial house she 
secured a revolver and discharged 
the weapon against ,her right 
temple. The bullet went clear 
through the head and emerged at 
the left temple. 
The skin was 


the only substance holding it. 


The husband returned to his 


apartments about B o'clock this 
morning and discovered his wife 
lying in bed with the pistol still 
clutched in her hand. 
He was 


overcome by the discovery and it 
was not until the landlady tele- 
phoned the police that any action 
was taken. There was no need 
of the physician, as the wife was 
cold in death when discovered. 


LEAVES A LETTER. 


In a letter left by the dead 


woman, which was written only 
a. few minutes before she fired the 
fatal shot, the sad story of her 
life is told. The letter reads as 
follows: 


"To whom it may concern: I 


cannot bear this 
suffering any 


longer. I am only a burden to 
myself 
and 
husband, who has 


tried so hard to do all that he 
could for me. But fate is against 
him and my getting well. 


"MRS. 
H." 


"Goodbye, my dear husband. 


Do not feel sorry if I am gone. 
I am trying hard to keep up, but 


foolish it seems to me to try and 
stay on earth 'any longer as long 
as I can't be of any help to you 
in any way. 


EXPRESSES SORROW. 
"I am sorry for our dear chil- 


dren. The thought will not be a 
pleasant one for them. They will 
think that I don't love them. But 
it is for the love of them that 
Mama feels it her duty to take 
this step, so that Papa might be 
able to do more for them, and if 
you will kindly tell them so when 
they grow older it will give them 
more peace of mind.

HAS PASSED 


ALBANY. X Y. March C9.—The As-

"We are asking for a flat wage of 
7*6 cents an hour. 
That is a half 


cent more than the oldest men are re- 
ceiving under the present wage scale, 
which went into effect on January 1. 
Under the scale now In force carmen 
receive 25 cents an hour during the

employment. During 


the second year they receive 26 cents, 
and during the third year 27 cents.

contention is that all employes 


should be paid equally under a flat 
rate.

"At our maeting last night the men 


voted 510 to 56 for an open ballot. 
That is a pretty good indication of the 
way the men feel In the matter. There 
are about flfty carmen who could not 
attend because they were on duty. 


"Of course, the company Is doing 


all in its power to break the union and 
prevent a strike, but we have no fear 
for the outcome 
It Is reported that 


twenty-one men, principally officers 
of the union, are slated to be discharg- 
ed. That is* to be expected. We were 
not surprised when we heard the re- 
port. Whatever action Is taken by the 
company, however, will not count for 
much, if we stand firmly together and 
Insist upon our demands. If the men 
are discharged merely because they 
are officers of the union, they will be 
reinstated when a settlement is ef- 
fected. 


MEN DISCHARGED,

During the last two months, since 


this difficulty has been brewing, the 
company has discharged more than a 
score of men. Whether or not It was 
on account of their union connections 
has not been ascertained.

move, however, to discharge the offic- 
ers of the union leaves no doubt as to 
the motives of the company. 


"Yesterday fifteen new 
men were 


placed on cars by the company to be 
broken in as conductors and motor-

We take this action as a direct 


We feel that the 
men being broken In are designed to 
take the places of the men who walk 


out, 
if a strike Is declared. At pres- 


ent there Is nothing for the men on

actually employed, and we think It no 
more than fair that.they, should

paid half time for the time they are 
waiting a possible run. Other com- 
panies have adopted the plan of pay- 
Ing half time to the extra men who 
are 
'on point' waiting for a run. It 


is done in San Francisco, and even by 
the scab company In Los Angeles. 
It 


is only fair to give a man some com- 
pensation If his time Is occupied in 
waiting for possible employment. The 
number of times an extra man has to 
report 
'on point' depends upon 
the 


size of the extra list. It may occur 
only once In six days."

with virulence, desperation and a purpose

'Two years ago I accepted the presi- 
dency of the German-American League 
of California, for the term of one year, 
in order to save the league from an 
element that had brought discredit upon 
it by using it for personal ends. During 
my term of office that element was kept 
in check and the league won the con- 
fidence of tne German-born citizens, and 
was esteemed over the entire State Its 
membership being trebled. At the end of 
the year I declined the proffered renoml- 
natlon, and as unfortunately another 
nominee withdrew likewise, the afore- 
said element In the league succeeded In 
getting a candidate of their own elected. 
Under his leadership they have slnca 
then been Increasingly active, and their 
persistent attacks upon me, which I

On Selling the Philippines. 


More credence is being given to the rumor that Ambassador 


Wright has been commissioned to negotiate a sale of the Philippines 
to Japan than the facts and probabilities, in our opinion, warrant. 
The President has never intimated to Congress that it would be 
advisable to relinquish the islands, much less sell them to some other 
nation, and it is unlikely that he would negotiate a sale without dis- 
closing his intention to the legislative branch of the government 
whose approval is necessary to render a sale effective. 


Xeither Congress nor the people at large would hardly sanction 


the proposition. Public opinion has about 
concluded that 
the 


Philippines arc an incubus, but it is not crystallized to the extent of 
eivng sanction to selling them out of hand to a monarchy like 
Japan. Besides, the administration's attitude toward the scheme 
to fortify the principal Philippine ports and improve the harbors 
negatives the idea that it contemplates transferring the islands to 
some other country. 
Moreover, there are moral questions in- 


volved and considerations of good faith appealing alike to the con- 
science and pride of the nation not to confess a political mistake by 
trying to correct it with a sordid bargain. 


We went to war to free Cuba and ended by taking the Philip- 


pines from Spain. To save our face, we paid Spain $20,000,000 for 
the islands after taking them by force 
The inhabitants of the 


inlands were not consulted in the transaction. In this manner we 
acquired an unperfected title of conquest and with it a slumbering 
rrbellion. We have been busy ever since perfecting our title and 
putting down the rebellion. It has been by no means an agreeable 
nr inexpensive task 
Like the man who bought a lawsuit, we, are 


Conscious of making a bad investment. We have laid our acquisi- 
tiveness on the shoulders of Providence and cloaked our policy in 
.the islands in the sanctimonious garb of benevolent assimilation, 
but v.e have never 
really deceived ourselves as to the motives 


actuating us. We merely feel grievous 
disappointment that the 


results have not fulfilled expectations. Having turned out the vic- 
tim's pockets we find only rags, disease and death where we ex- 
pected gold and diamonds 
Now we are taking a soberer view of 


the situation. It is to our credit that at the same time we are ar- 
riving at a juster conception of the national duty and a clearer 
perception of our position before the world in this matter. 


This chastened and saner spirit will guard against 
greater 


mistakes than those already perpetrated. If the acquisition of the 
Philippines was a blunder, selling them to Japan would be a crime. 
It would place Uncle Sam in the light of an international slave 
dealer—a buyer and seller of countries and peoples, a trafficker in 
the bodies and liberties 
of races far from our jurisdiction and 


innocent of offense against us. We started in to civilize the Fili- 
pinos. Have we done so? If we have, what a spectacle it will be 
for a republic to sell to an Oriental monarchy a civilized people? 
If our self-imposed civilizing task is uncompleted, shall we say to 
the world that we have tired of it, or admit that all the professions 
of a desire to uplift the Filipinos were merely humbug? It ought 
to be plain that we can neither shirk nor sell our responsibility in 
this matter. What we got by ordination of God we cannot hand 
over to Japan—for a consideration. Having acquired the Philippines 
under false pretenses, very shame commands us to abide the conse- 
quences like men, and Christianize or kill the Moros as General 
Howard 
advises, and prepare the Tagalogs for the blessings 


of liberty by making them feel the strong arm of authority exerted 
over them without their permission and against their consent. 


The general reader may deem it remarkable that the Santa Cruz 


Sentinel should print "Thanatopsis" as an editorial, but newspaper 
men will regard it is still more remarkable that 
proper credit 


should have been given.

There 
are also ditch companies drawing their supply from the north and 
south forks of the river. Yet parties are gravely offering to sell to 
San Francisco and the other bay cities water to be diverted from the 
American river above Folsom and the intakes of the various ditches. 
It is needless to say that these parties cannot deliver the goods. 
They cannot sell water that others have an adjudicated right to use.

Dr. Earnest C. Moore, who occupies the' chair of education in 


the University of California, is also president of the 
Board of 


Charities and Corrections. 
Dr. Moore is a profound believer in the 


gospel of Brockway, as preached at' Elmira, N. Y. He believes in 
salvation by character, and while he would put no obstacle in the 
way of a spiritual miracle in the reformation,of the criminal mind 
he prefers to depend upon penological systems and character- 
forming environment to awaiting the slow and exceptional instances 
of reformation through strokes of lightning from the world beyond. 


Professor John Swett is one among the very few men who feel 


a very active sympathy in the reform of our penal 
institutions. 


3rofessor Swett is a distinguished educator, and between himself 
and the distinguished president of the Board of Charities and Cor- 
rections there is a very firm personal intimacy, founded upon con- 
geniality of thought and feeling, and mutual .sympathy in the great 
cause of uplifting humanity. Professor 
Swett 
is, therefore, a 


requent and most welcome visitor at the residence of Dr. Moore. 


Dr. Moore's house is a favorite resort of recently discharged 


convicts. 
They 
feel at liberty to appeal to the scholarly 


philanthropist to float a loan, which they believe the learned doctor 
can "syndicate" with the other members of the Board of Charities j 
and Corrections and the Association for the Assistance for Dis- 
charged Convicts, of which latter association Dr. Moore is also the 
distinguished president. 


Recently Professor Swett was an evening visitor at the house 


of Dr.' Moore. The evening was quite well advanced wh^n a ser- 
vant, returning from a summons of the door bell, announced in a 
ow voice the name of a visitor. The doctor's face at once as- 
sumed an expression of complete recognition, and turning to Pro- 
fessor Swett announced in a louder tone the name of his visitor, 
accompanied with a brief statement of the penal record, time of dis- 
charge and the difficulties'which the ex-"con" had experienced in 
obtaining profitable employment. 
( 


Sentiments of generosity never confer so much happiness as 


when in full exercise, and both distinguished educators and generous 
philanthropists were happy in the opportunity to alleviate distress. 
The visitor was ushered in, and a question relating to his employ- 
ment received the answer that every effort had been exhausted, and 
every clew to possible employment had been pursued to its utmost 
conclusion, and that no help awaited him who bore the stigma of a 
past penal service 
The ex-"con" was eloquent in protesting that 


he cared less for the wealth which profitable employment would 
bring him than for the opportunity his record in such employment 
would afford in establishing before the world his innocence of the 
crime for which he had served a penal term. If ever a man had de- 
termined to lead an exemplary life that man was present in the 
person of the ex-convict. Nothing could tempt him to waver in 
the slightest degree from the paths of rectitude. What he had 
suffered was the world's guarantee that he wanted no repetition of 
it. He even ventured on a repetition of that proverb which is so 
far-reaching in its significance, and which is the proverbial phil- 
osophy of the penitent—"A burnt child dreads the fire." 


Peceiving a small contribution in coin which would relieve his

GOAT ISLAND AS 
A RAILWAY TERMINAL. 


Elsewhere will be found an editorial from THE OAKLAND 


TRIBUNE advocating the use of Goat Island as a general railroad 
terminal for all lines reaching tide'water at this point. 


The Encinal is already on record as favoring such a proposition 


and desires to again heartily second the idea. Geographically con- 
sidered, it would seem as if the island referred to had been located 
by the hand of nature in the exact spot where it should in time be- 
come fitted for but one thing—and that thing is as the tide water 
terminus of transcontinental and local roads seeking an outlet m 
San Francisco. 


Many years ago, when this proposition was first mooted, it was 


opposed, and properly, by the press and people of California, on the 
ground that it was designed by a monopoly to secure perpetual con- 
trol of the island for its own purposes. The present proposition is 
a different one. The island should be prepared for terminal uses 
and maintained for such purpose as is the ferry depot on the other 
side of the bay—by the State. It should be open to all comers on 
an equal footing and for the general good of the public. 


The Encinal hopes that this matter will be taken up and carried 


out successfully. It would put an end to a large amount of litiga- 
tion and to a vexatious state of affairs that is intolerable and detri- 
mental to the public interests.—Alameda Encinal.

Leonard Garv or, a native of the State 
of Indiana, who moved 
to 
California 
early In life 
He spoke entertainingly 
of the climate of California and of the 
yearning to again see the old homo State 
when thn first opportunity offers. 
He 
called particular attention to the fact 
that Colifornlans should 
nc\ er 
forgot 
their love for their native State, Its 
memoiy should ever be bright In their 
minds 
He said the days of his boyhuoa 
had left on Indellible impression upon his 
mind and the long term of years Inter- 
vening: 1ms not effaced from his memory 
the tlmo when in the great Golden State 
life had had Us brightest hue. Mr Gar- 
ver told of a visit to Joacjuln Miller, the 
poet of the Slerrns, where he was for 
a time the guest of this remarkable man 
at his lonely cabin In the mountains, so 
near to the heart of nature. 
"Mr Levl Hanford. who was one of 
the 'boys of forty-nine,' and who was irf 
troduced as one of the original 'for ty- 
niners,' made a short address detailing 
how he, In company with thousands of 
others, pushed his way to the Golden 
Gate In the effort to gather from Moth- 
er Enrth the great riches 
u Vch the 
waters and lands of California were sup- 
posed to possess. 
He told of tho men 
who dominated the State in those days 
and of the wild rumors that wore afloat 
In those times which would cause pros- 
pectors to precipitately leave

tion of the State and go to another, find- 
ing not ns much gold as In the

which he had gathered.
